semidarkness of the Chapel 
of the Prodigal 
Son 
the 
young black inmate swayed 
gently to and fro as his hands 
formed the full mournful 
chords of the Beatles’ “Let it 
Be” on the church organ. 
As the sounds of music 
filtered out the open door 
and down 
the concrete 
corridor unfolding for a 
quarter mile inside the red 
brick building they were met 
by the clanking of steel as 
the massive barred gates 
swung shut and locked. 
Another day was drawing 
to a close at the Ferguson 
Unit of the Texas Depart­ 
ment of Corrections and the 
1,500-plus youthful first-time 
offenders moved through the 
timeless pace of life inside 
the walls. 
The 
institutional 
at­ 
mosphere 
— 
a 
strict 
adherence to discipline and 
rank — goes beyond a 
supervised school situation. 
It is not unlike a recruit’s 
first impressions of Army 
basic combat training. 
This is prison. Steel doors 
and floor to ceiling bars 
painted sunshine yellow 
serve only to punctuate the 
drab interior and the smell 
of 
hum anity 
hangs 
in 
unairconditioned 
stillness. 
Ferguson, 
located 
in 
rolling farmland near the 
Trinity River, is one of five 
units of the Texas Depart­ 
ment of Corrections at 
Huntsville. 
Here the inmates range in 
age from 17 to 21. There is 
youthful enthusiasm and 
adult reality. 


“This is a cold, callous 
atmosphere/* said inmate 
Mike Chase of Dallas. “One 
of the first things that you 
learn is to look out for 
yourself.” 
The 
men 
and 
women 
confined in prison for the 
duration of their sentence 
are no longer a part of the 
world 
outside, 
a 
fact 
recognized by both inmates 
and the administration. 
“We see our mission as 
protection of the community 
and the retraining 
and 
resocialization of the men 
and women committed to the 
TDC,” Director W.J. Estelle 
Jr. said during a recent 
interview with UPI. 
“None of them wants to be 
here. Nobody volunteered to 
come here.” 
“Discipline. Punishment. 
They are very real. And I 
don’t think we need to 
apologize for recognizing 
they 
are 
a 
real 
and 
necessary part of our com­ 
munity.” 
At Ferguson, as elsewhere 
in the system, inmates are 
given 
the 
opportunity 
to 
learn a vocation and to go to 
school. 
Currently 
151 
in­ 
m ates 
are 
in 
college 
programs, 913 in secondary 
school and 182 in special 
classes. Some are working 
for 
a 
bachelor’s 
degree, 
others for an associate arts 
degree 
in 
a 
two-year 
program. 
Students 
taking 
vocational courses from Lee 
College in Baytown go to 
school five days a week all 
day for six months. 
Estelle 
sees 
work 
and 
study coupled with discipline 
as the mainstay of keeping 
the inmate population on a 


productive course, one that 
is mutually beneficial to the 
inmate and the system. 
“As nearly as we can 
figure, we are 75 per cent 
selfsustaining. Some folks 
view this as 
inconsistent 
with 
the 
goal 
of 
rehabilitation,” Estelle said. 
“My contention is that it is 
the foundation of whatever 
success we achieve. We are 
able to give our men and 
women 
hand-down 
ex­ 
perience. 
“ I don’t care where you 
are, even in prison, there is a 
dignity about work. It s 
really degrading when you 
see able-bodied 
men and 
women not able to earn their 
own way.” 
Across the TDC system 
44.9 per cent of the inmates 
are black. 38.2 per cent are 
Caucasian and 16.8 per cent 
a re 
M exican-A m erican. 
Robbery leads the list of 
offenses. 
24.8 per cent, 
followed by burglary, 23.4 
per cent. A fourth of the 
inm ate 
population 
are 
serving sentences of six to IO 
^ears. 
The D allas-Fort Worth 
area has sent 27 per cent of 
the inmates to TDC, followed 
by Houston with 21.9 per cent 
and San Antonio with 7.4 per 
cent.

“We gain productivity in 
the short run. but may ac 
tually lose in the long run, 
Dr. 
R 
H . 
Richardson, 
associate 
professor 
of 
zoology, said. “ We may now 
be close to the maximum 
food production of the world, 
even though there remain 
millions of acres to be put 
into production. In spite of 
our best efforts, without new 
strategies, the yield per acre 
will go down." 
R i c h a r d s o n 
s a i d 
replacement of thousands of 
different varieties of grain 
with 
a 
few 
specially 
developed 
types 
m akes 
entire crops subject to at­ 
tack by pests — insects or 
disease —- that can adapt to 
the new variety. 
“ The G reen Revolution 
has accelerated this natural 
phenomenon by widespread 
dissemination of genetically 
uniform crops,” he said 
More 
than 
2.000 
genetically distinct races of 
corn were cultivated in the 
New World at the time of 
Columbus’ visit, but now, 
seed corn is produced from 
crosses of stocks derieved 
from only a few related 
varieties. 
The corn blight that hit 
U.S. farms in 1970 clearly 
demonstrated 
the 
suscep­ 
tibility of crops specially 
developed for high yields. 
Richardson said. In some 
areas crop yield dropped 50 
per cent 
and 
total 
U.S. 
output was reduced 15 per 
cent. 
“This crop failure pointed 
out 
to 
many 
people the 
potential disaster that could 
occur when such varieties 
were planted worldwide, 
replacing native varieties.” 
the zoologist said. “ As the 
crops 
a re 
brought 
into 
contact 
with 
new 
pests 
around the world, the pests 


are more easily able to 
switch to the uniform crop 
Then a new pest can cause 
worldwide crop failure.' 
Tile problem is not ap­ 
parent at 
first 
and high 
yields are achieved when a 
new crop or variety is in­ 
troduced 
into 
an 
e n ­ 
vironment where no pest is 
capable of direct attack 
During the next few years, 
however, pest populations 
e hah go 
ge net re a I IV 1 a nd 
sooner or later becom e 
adapted to the new crop 
Plant breeders now have 
to produce a new resistant 
variety every five to IO years 
because a pest can be ex­ 
pected lo adapt to the latest 
variety within that time 
Richardson is involved in 
genetics research on fruit 
flies 
he 
hopes 
will 
help 
scientists understand how 
pests 
both insects and 
diseases 
adapt to exploit 
new food resources. 
“ If we don’t understand 
the basic genetics, then we

The average home canner 
uses IOO jars in a season, and 
problems arise when lids are 
not available when gardens

h arvest. 
Women save their old jars 


but need that many more 
new cap lids each year. To 
provide 
for 
equitable 
distribution of canning lids, 
the Commerce Dept, has 
arran ged 
for 
Goodwill 
Industries to purchase 2.8 
million lids for repackaging 
and resale at retail prices. 
This move is expected to 
help meet the demand for 
lids. Studying past shipment 
trends by leading canning lid 
manufacturers, it is hoped to 
guard against overbuying, 
and speculation which has 
contributed to the shortage. 
Commerce is attempting to

Polly’s Problem 


DEAR POLLY — I burned a spot in the plastic top on my 
kitchen base cabinet. Can you tell me how it can be 
replaced? 
My Pet Peeve is with those check writers in the super­ 
markets who wait and fill out all the information on the 
check-date, to whom payable, amount, signature and even 
the stub while they hold up the entire line. It would be un­ 
reasonable to say one should not pay by check but it seems 
most of these details except the amount could be filled out 
before one gets to the cashier. — IRIS. 
DEAR IRIS — I am presuming your counter top is made 
of a well-known brand of laminated plastic. One of their 
technical advisers told me the very best thing to do to a 
damaged counter top is to insert a wooden cutting block 
where the damaged area is. Such hardwood blocks usually 
come in sizes about 12x12 inches or 12x18 inches. If you 
wish to do the job yourself measure size of block very ac­ 
curately and cut through plastic at each corner with a hand 
drill. Then use a saber saw to cut sides (saw down so as not 
to chip the plastic) and file corners so block fits in. Do be 
careful not to make opening too large. This wood block will 
be a great convenience not only for chopping but as a lan­ 
ding place for hot pans. — POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — Recently some reader said she could not 
remove spots from polyester garments. I want to tell her that I 
have discovered spraying stains with rug cleaner that one sprays 
on and vacuums off works very well. Let it set for five or ten 
minutes and then wash as usual. I have had no failures doing this 
Do test on your fabric before using. 
Incidentally we also wound a clock too tight and fixed it by 
placing it face up on the stove pilot light for 15 minutes. It worked 
just as some reader of your column said it would. Our thanks to 
the reader who suggested this. — MILDRED. 
DEAR MILDRED — I will join you in those thanks as I did this 
to another small clock yesterday and started it running again. 
This is a temporary thing. The clock needs cleaning again. But 
the heat loosens the oil so the clock runs for awhile. — POLLY. 
DEAR POLLY — I had so many three-strand choker necklaces 
that were taking up space in my jewelry box and never worn. I 
decided to restring them into one long smart-looking necklace. 
First I drew a diagram on paper so the beads would be arranged 
to my liking and it turned out beautifully. A clasp was not needed 
as the long string easily goes over my head. Simply tie the ends 
together and find such a necklace perfect to wear with sweaters 
and shells. — S.J.V. 
DEAR S. J. V.—After the knot was made I would work the string 
ends back through the last beads at each side of the knot. Then, 
well cover the tiny knot with dear nail polish so there is no 
danger of it loosening and beads falling in every direction. —

The trachtional “A, B, C, D, 
F ” marking system was 
under attack from educa­ 
tional reformers who called it 
“a cramping, distorting sys­ 
tem ... a nuisance to good 
teaching and learning.” 
Many high schools, univer­ 
sities and colleges adopted a 
simple pass-fail arrange­ 
ment. _ A ‘‘Pass’’ for stu­ 
dents receiving above 60, a 
‘‘Fail’’ if they scored less. 
Today there are signs of 
growl!*} disillusionment with 
such nontraditional systems. 
Students themselves are opt­ 
ing for the comfort and 
security of the old-fashioned 
system. As well as being a 
more precise yardstick, they 
have found it more of an ad­ 
vantage when they apply for 
graduate school or jobs. 
According to the American 
Council on Education, un­ 
orthodox grading systems 
which deviated from letter or 
numerical grades raised 
problems for students when 
they wished to transfer to an­ 
other school or gain admis­ 
sion to graduate schools. 
Because of the lack of in­ 
formation contained in the 
record of a student who had 
not been traditionally graded 
such institutions as medical 
and law schools had to put 
them through a special ad­ 
mission examination. 
Although m any schools 
have returned 
to the 
old 


numerical or alphabetical 
grading system — it remains 
in effect in more than 70 per 
cent of the nation’s elemen­ 
tary schools — the contro­ 
versy is by no means dead. 
Proponents of the nontradi­ 
tional approach still contend 
that it puts more emphasis on 
learning for learning’s sake, 
and encourages students to 
pursue courses that they 
might otherwise avoid. 


Most students today, how­ 
ever, seem to be out of sym­ 
pathy with those anticompe­ 
titive educationists who por­ 
tray grades as a monstrous 
form of educational tyranny. 


"With grades, we know 
where we’re at,” said one 
student. "What is probably 
more to thepomU adams*tons 
officers at other schools as 
well as potential employers 
also know. 


The admissions director of 
one medical school said, "A 
number of studies, both pub­ 
lished and unpublished, have 
shown grades to be the single 
best predictor of success in 
medical school.

4. School — Is it easily ac­ 
cessible?

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Parents Needed 
To Help Children 
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Starting school can be a 
ra uma tic experience for a 
hild. 
How can a parent help 
nake it less so? 
Professional educators ad­ 
vise that the most important 
hing a parent can do is to 
ead to their children — and 
o listen to them. It will go a 
ong way toward helping 
hem make the adjustments 
hat will be necessary in the 
lays ahead. 
Teachers are conscious 
hat they cannot satisfy the 
individual needs of 30 or more 
aoys and girls in a class, but 
they believe parents can play 
an important role. 
They say the average dia­ 
logue between a parent and a 
child on its return from 
school goes something like 
this: 
„ 
"What did you do today?” 
Answer: "Nothing.” 
This is a major understate­ 
ment the teachers point out. 
Instead, they say, parents 
should take trouble to learn 
how to question youngsters, 
to get them to act out what 
happened in school, to ask 
them what fun things hap­ 
pened. 
The first day in school is 
particularly tough on the kin­ 
dergarten-age tot of 5 or un­ 
der. 
One way of making it easier 
for the child to cope with this 
entirely new experience is for 
a parent to take it to the 
school far an advance look at 
the classroom, to show the 


youngster what the room 
looks like and how to get to 
and from home. 
All the same, it is difficult 
for the average child to 
visualize that first day at 
school. 
"They cry and fret, 
said 
one teacher. ‘‘It is quite a 
scene. The children are not 
malicious, just confused ” 
Having at least two adults 
in the kindergarten class­ 
room tends to give a child a 
better sense of security and 
therefore helps toward its ad­ 
justment. 
Some principals, following 
the theory that two heads are 
better than one, team chil­ 
dren in order to lessen the 
possibility that one or both 
will be lost. 
Going to a new school for 
the first time is usually diffi­ 
cult no matter what the age. 
Again, the parent can help by 
listening to a youngster’s 
problems and drawing out 
what happens during a cru­ 
cial day-to-day situation 
away from home. 
Dialogue, one of the most 
overworked words in the lan­ 
guage, does nevertheless ap­ 
ply accurately to the need for 
communication between par­ 
ent and child.
